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Twister 
Kills 8 In 
Arkansas 


FORREST CITY, Ark. (UPI) 
— A tornado churned through a 
shopping center Thursday kill­ 
ing eight persons, most of them 
young shoppers, and injuring 
100 others. It skipped across to 
a residential district destroying 
350 homes and leaving 2,500' 
persons homeless. 
The prelim inary damage 
estimate was $10 million. 
All eight victims were found 
in the rubble of a Gibson 
Discount Store. 
“I imagine we’re going to 
find more (bodies) than that,” 
St. 
Francis 
County 
Sheriff 
Clarence Montgomery said. 
One of the 30 Red Cross 
'personnel on the scene believed 
an additional 10 to 15 bodies 
would be found by the time all 
the wreckage had been cleared. 
Fire Chief John Rice said it 
appeared most of the victims 
were young. The first two 
identified were teen-age girls, 
but the third victim identified 
was an 80-year-old man. 
The twister slashed a two- 
mile path through the Missis­ 
sippi 
River 
town of 
12,763 
located 35 miles from Memphis, 
Tenn. 
Although most of the damage 
was dealt to the Gibson’s store 
and a Kroger Grocery, the 
tornado destroyed 350 homes, 
caused major damage to 200 
others and minor damage to 
2,000 more. The Red Cross said 
2,500 persons were left home­ 
less.

Bumpers 
activated 50 National Guard 
troops to prevent looting. 
“I never saw nothing like it 
before.” said Oscar Matthews, 
who works in a Forrest City 
plant, ‘i t blew cars by me and 
high line wires were falling 
around me.” 
Tangled 
automobiles 
bent 
double were intertwined with 
roof beams and other rubble in 
the devastated shopping center, 
where hearses and ambulances 
lined a clearing in the nearby 
parking lot. 
Rescue workers hampered by 
a blinding rain operated fork 
lifts, tow trucks and earth 
moving equipment sorting out 
the wreckage in the search for 
bodies. 
Mel Hubbard, owner of a 
service station 200 yards from 
Gibson's, said none of the walls 
was left in the building. ‘‘It hit 
right in the middle of us,” he 
said, “tore a corner off my 
station and tore out the glass...” 
Hubbard's 
14-year-old 
son 
Monte dived into a ditch near 
the station when he saw the 
tornado sweep in. He got out 
when it was over and walked 
over to Gibson's. “When I got 
there they were pulling beams 
apart with wreckers.”

’73 Tax Package Gets OK 
In Supreme Court Test

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
property tax replacement plan 
backed by Governor Bowen 
gained a constitutional stamp of 
approval from the Indiana Su­ 
preme Court.

Dr. Reed Addresses 
Menial Health Meeting 


Members and guests of the 
Rush County Association, for 
Mental Health, an agency of the 
United Fund, met for the 
Association’s Annual Dinner 
M.eeting on Wednesday, June 5,. 
at the Durbin Hotel. 
Donald 
W. 
Reed, 
M.D., 
Assistant Medical Superin­ 
tendent 
of 
Central 
State 
Hospital, was introduced by 
Judge 
G. 
Richard 
Pile, 
president of the local chapter, 
as speaker for the occasion. 
In. his talk, Dr. Reed gave a 
comprehensive and highly in­ 
teresting explanation of Cen­ 
tra l’s functions, 
treatm ent 
facilities, and. plans for future 
development of services. 
The doctor opened his speech 
with a description of Central 
State Hospital—“a psychiatric 
hospital for general treatment, 
with some mentally retarded 
patients.” He then explained the 
.Addiction Service, formerly 'the 
Alcoholic 
Unit, 
which 
is 
separate from the hospital 
property, but located on its 
grounds. According to Dr. Reed, 
the treatment of alcoholism, a 
generally neglected area of 
drug addiction, as provided at 
Central, is regarded nationally 
as a model unit. It was one of the 
first of its kind in the country, 
and provides on-going treat­ 
ment and rehabilitation for 
alcoholics, as well as a training 
program for counselors. 
Central 
Hospital, 
in 
its 
psychiatric services, provides 
in-patient care for school-age 
children who are ill but of 
normal intelligence, and also a 
few pre-school children. A fully 
accredited school is maintained 
for the children patients through 
high school. 
Central is also pioneering in 
the field of special, treatment for 
the mentally-ill deaf, of whom 
there are, in Indiana, between 
150 and 200 patients who will 
benefit as the service 
is 
developed. (The Mental Health 
Aassociation in Indiana has 
taken 
an 
active 
role 
in 
promoting 
this 
innovative 
service.) If the plans for these 
special services are to be 
realized, funds will have To' 
allotated by the state, since the 
program to date has been 
financed by a grant from the Eli 
Lilly Endowment Fund. 
The remainder of Dr. Reed’s 
talk 
was 
devoted 
to 
ex­ 
planations of the testing and 
evaluation procedures, the very 
active .Social Services Depart­ 
ment, the Activities Therapy 
Departm ent, the vocational 
education 
training 
and 
placement program, and the 
admissions policies. He stressed 
the fact that voluntary com­ 
mittals are much preferred over 
the coercion of a court-ordered, 
confinement, because of the 


beneficial effect on the patient. 
Close 
cooperation 
with 
community services agencies, 
such, as 'Goodwill Industries, 
Crossroads Rehabilitation, the 
Noble School, Salvation Army- 
to name a few- is a policy which 
is observed by Central with a 
high degree of success. 
Dr. Reed pointed out that 
society’s opinion often deter­ 
mines who is regarded as 
mentally ill enough to be 
hospitalized. He used as one 
example 
the 
fact 
that 
a 
*‘millionaire is regarded as 
eccentric” for behavior which, 
if he were of low-income status, 
would be termed symptomatic 
of mental illness. 
A stimulating question-and- 
answer period followed the 
doctor’s address.

The HOOSIER DAY

Let’s get Watergate and the 
impeachment process behind us 
with all dispatch consistant to 
due process. 
I for one, am sick of the daily 
headlines and news broadcasts 
exploiting even further startling 
disclosures. There is enough 
wrong on both sides of the 
political fence to make me feel it 
is somewhat like the pot calling 
the kettle black, with two 
wrongs never making anything 
right. 
The 
daily 
disclosures 
remind me of trying to chew 
raw liver, growing bigger and 
harder to swallow with every 
bite. 
The process of calling for ever 
more tapes is never ending, with 
each new release giving rise to 
more questions and requiring 
more tapes to clarify. Nixon, by 
su rreptitiou sly recording in­ 
timate conversations destroyed 
the very confidentiality he is 
now trying to protect. Having 
done so by his own act, he has 
little defense against release. 
However, it could take years to 
digest all of the information. 
Public opinion polls show the 
jackals in Congress now baying 
at his heels enjoy even less 
public confidence than the one 
they pursue. In the early days of 
this democracy, we resolved not 
to have royalty, and have been 
trying to elevate our leaders to 
such a rank ever since. We elect 
humans to office, and act sur­ 
prised to 
discover they have 
feet of clay. It is possible we 
have tried to place our leaders 
on a pedestal too high for mortal 
man. 
C ontributions 
by 
Milk

dropped 
from 
the 
headlines 
when

discovered that Democrats had 
received even more from that 
source over the years. 
The 
Spiegel contributions were even 
more questionable, jailing one

Maybe it is time to remember 
our biblical training as to who 
should cast the first stone. 
Nixon is not the first public 
official to be betrayed by 
trusted associates. The mark of 
any good executive is ability to 
select those to be entrusted with 
responsiblility. Nixon placed his 
trust in youthful, inexperienced 
politicians, and failed to keep 
adequate checks on their ac­ 
tivities 


Secretary of State Larry A. 
Conrad suffers from the same 
syndrome, failing to balance his 
staff with maturity. Daily news 
items reveal new allegations as 
to misuse of 
telephone 
and 
travel credit cards in his office 
and political activity by state 
paid employes. 


Remember the days ol the 
“ te n -p e rc e n te rs ” during the 
T rum an ad m inistratio n. He 
survived the disclosures, and is 
now considered one of the best 
p resid en ts 
in 
our 
history, 
demanding respect from former 
bitter 
critics. 
The 
“ Ten- 
p e r c e n te rs ” 
continued 
in 
business, even raising the ante 
to over 15 per cent. 


During the Eisenhower days 
we learned 
the meaning of 
“ vicuna," and he remained in 
office and held public respect. 
George N. Craig had a most 
promising political future, and 
was in line for a presidential 
appointment, even mentioned 
as

for 
Vice- 
President. The jailing of his two 
closest advisors wriped from the 
record all of his outstanding 
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accomplishments in fields of 
m ental 
health 
and 
prison 
reforms. 
Watergate has dragged on too 
long. . cost too much. . .divided 
our country and destroyed 
public 
confidence 
in 
our 
political system. .Yet it is the 
safeguards built into the system 
which 
made 
the 
disclosures 
possible. Let’s learn our lessons, 
push for cam paign reform 
legislation, and vow not to vote 
for Nixon in the next election to 
close the books on a sorry affair. 
Death of Rushville banker- 
lawyer Philip Willkie removed a 
staunch, vociferous opponent to 
statewide banking. The fight to 
change Indiana laws to permit 
cross-county banking continues. 
The banking profession, after 
years of opposition, now are 
divided on the question and 
refuse to take any stand.

Woody 
Hayes, 
Ohio 
State’s 
colorful and controversial head 
football coach, was reported to 
be in stable condition today at 
University Hospital and under­ 
going tests for a possible heart 
attack. 
Hayes, 61, was rushed to the 
hospital 
yesterday 
morning 
after suffering chest pains at 
home. 
Dr. Robert J. Murphy, head 
of the Athletic Department’s 
medical 
staff, 
said 
Hayes' 
condition was “stable,” but it 
would take three days of testing 
before a “definitive diagnosis” 
could be made. 
Murphy said he bad routinely 
examined Hayes only last week 
and found him to be “in robust 
health.” 
Hayes came to Ohio State in 
1951 from Miami (Ohio), the 
“cradle of coaches,” to take 
over a job which had been 
considered a 
graveyard for 
coaches. 
In those 23 years, Hayes has 
had only two losing seasons and 
compiled on overall mark of 
159-49-8. His teams have won 
three national championships, 
six outright Big Ten titles and 
shared three others, including 
the last two with Michigan. 
Along with his success, the 
native of Newcomerstown, 
Ohio, has also been controver­ 
sial, making national headlines 
when he smashed, the sideline 
markers during a 10-7 loss to 
Michigan in 1971 and again 
when he allegedly roughed up a 
photographer prior to the start 
of the 1973 Rose Bowl Game.

In previous weeks 
we have seen that Paul’s sue 
cessful ministry there aroused 
sueh a storm of oppotition 
against him on the part of these 
enemies *hat he had to be 
smuggled out of the city at 
night. Upon reaching Athens he

Thessalonica to find out how the 
church there was faring. 
Timothy returned with the good

going well, but he also brought 
reports of the slanders levelled 
against Paul by his opponents. 
It is to refute these that Paul 
makes the detailed defense of 
his and Silas’s and Timothy’s 
conduct which we study today. 
Charges Against Paul 
The charge was made that 
P aul’s gospel arose from 
delusion and uncleaness. Sexual 
morals in Greece at this time 
were very loose, even bv con 
* , * 
temporary standards, and the 
reigning cult of Dionysius 
prescribed orgaiastic rites. 
Paul s enein íes. 
possibIey 
Jewish leaders, may well have 
been trying to identity his 
teachings with cults of this kind 
Or maybe they were trying to 
read ev i Iconnot a I ions t nto t he 
“love feast” with its "kiss of 
peace ” The love least was an 
early form of communion ob­ 
servance. 
Paul was also accused ot 
trying to please men rather than 
God What is referred to here is 
quite likely his insistence that 
Christians were freed from the 
Jewish law 
Orthodox Jew 7 
would readily interpret this 
doctrine as an attem pt to 
pander to the desire for release 
Irom 
traditional 
religious 
restraints Paul’s enemies also 
claimed that he tried It) win 
favor by flattery, and used his 


influence among the people for 
personal gain. To round out this 
bill of indictment Paul is ac­ 
cused of being something of a 
dictator working for his own 
prestiege rather than for the 
spread of the gospel. 
To ail of these charges Paul 
enters a flat denial for himself, 
Silas, and Timothy. The fact 
that he had to even countenance 
these charges would seem to 
indicate that there were many 
people who believed them. 
Paul’s Defense 
At the outset Paul makes 
plain that the gospel is not 
m erely one more deceitful, 
unclean rite among many but is 
a message direct from God. 
Paul and his companions have 
'been commissioned by God, so 
to speak, and they simply 
passed on to others the 
revelation made to them. As for 
the charge that he preached for 
personal gain—a plausible 
accusation because for the great 
num ber of religious frauds 
operating at the time—Paul 
notes that the three supported 
themselves by working at their 
trades “so that we might not 
burden any of you.” At a 
somewhat later date some 
preachers were by no means so 
considerate. An early book of 
Christian order. The Didache, 
declares that a traveling apostle 
may stay as a guest with the 
jieople to whom he preaches 
one, or at most, two days. If he 
stays three days, “He is a false 
prophet,” particularly if he asks 
tor money. 
As for the charge that he was 
dictatorial, Paul answered that 
he behaved toward his flock 
"like 
a 
father with 
his 
children.” 
W hy The Charges? 
One naturally wonders why 
the opposition to Paul was so 
bitter that these distortions and 
slanders were made in the first 
place. As suggested last week, 
one reason was probably that 
Paul, by denying the efficacy of 
the Jewish law, appeared as a 
traitor to his own race and 
tradition. Treason of this sort 
arouses the most intense 
emotions. As far as the Gentile 
cults were concerned, Paul 
probably appeared to their 


leaders simply as a competitor, 
and they projected upon him. 
their own motives and in­ 
tentions. A final reason for the 
slanders may have been that 
some Christians, influenced, by 
Antinomianism, were living 
very licentious lives in the 
conviction that conversion 
released them from all human 
law and made their desires, 
whatever these might be, the 
standard of good conduct. Paul 
w as to be plagued by this heresy 
many tim.es during his ministry. 
But what stands out in the 
passages we read is the com­ 
bination of courage, conviction, 
and gentleness exhibited by 
Paul. Unbowed by, adversity, 
determined to maintain the 
purity of his life and teachings 
and eloquent in the defense of 
both, he amply deserves the 
title.
